REACH AN AGREEMENT. 


Long Threatened Blow to Building In ­ 
dustries Falls. 
Washington, 
Aug. 
9.— The 
long 
threatened tieup of the 
building in­ 
dustries 
of Washington 
reached a 
crisis late Thursday 
when the car­ 
penters, bricklayers and other union 
workmen employed on many buildings 
under construction, affiliated with the 
Em ployers’ association, were ordered 
out. 
The strike was form ally decided 
upon last Saturday at a conference of 
the representatives of seventeen in­ 
ternational 
and 
national 
building 
trades unions, but no effort was made 
to put the strike order into effect un­ 
til local No. I, Bricklayers and Stone­ 
masons' union, Wednesday night de­ 
cided to join in the fight against thr- 
“ open shop” policy of the Em ployers’ 
association. 
It Is estimated by laboi 
union loaders that 
from 500 to 70< 
men will not report for work. 
Officials of the Employers* associa­ 
tion stated that they would have ne 
difficulty in filling the strikers’ places. 
On the other hand, business agent- 
of tho unions declare that a number 
of members of the Em ployers’ asso­ 
ciation have signed an agreement to 
employ only union men and that the 
union men employed by them w ill not 
be asked to obey 
the strike order

Operators Quit on Account of 
Trouble in Los Angeles. 


MAY AFFECT OTHER CITIES 


Operators at St. 
Louis and 
D enver 


M ay W alk Out— L ittle Prospect of 


Settling the Trouble at Los Angeles, 


Officials Stand Firm . 


Chicago,

9.— The 
telegraph 
operators employed by the W estern 
T’nion 
in 
Chicago went 
on 
strike 
Thursday night 
at 12 
o’clock. 
The 
trouble was precipitated by the Los 
Angeles strike, which was inaugurated 
two days ago. 
The local 
executive board 
of the 
Commercial Telegraphers’ union met 
and passed resolutions requesting the 
men to refuse to work with the non­ 
union 
operators 
employed 
in 
Los 
Angeles. 
When the mon were notified 
of this ate; , all operators employed In 
tho overland division of the local of­ 
fice refused to work any longer with 
the nonunion men on the other end 
cf the wire. 
W hen 
this announce­ 
ment was made Night 
Chief H arry 
Price ordered all w ho refused to work 
to leave the office. 
H * then 
went into the 
other di­ 
visions aud requested the men to go 
into the overland division. 
In every 
case ho was met with a refusal until 
over 
seventy 
men had 
been 
sent 
home. 
The grievance committee of 
the union called upon Mr, Price and 
notified him that unless every man 
was 
reinstated 
by midnight 
every 
union man In tho office would he called j 
out. 
This demand 
was refused 
and 
promptly at midnight by a prearrange- j 
merit a whistle was blown and every 
operator employed In tho main office 
with the exception 
cf six wire and j 
loop chiefs, including Night Manager I 
Pi lee and libs two assistants, left their ; 
keys and with a round of cheers filed ’ 
out of tho office. 
The men employed by the company : 
at the various 
morning papers had 
been 
notified 
of 
the 
contemplated j 
strike and they also quit work. 
The 
local officials 
of the 
union 
stated that the day force employed 
by the company, most of whom be­ 
long to the union, would refuse to go 
to work In tho 
morning.

also include all branch offices through­ 
out the city. 
Tho national officials of the union 
spent all day In an effort to prevent 
the ‘ rank and file" of the organiza­ 
tion from taking m aUers In their own 
hands and calling a strike.

Is universal, w rites VV’. J. L. K iehl, tile 
special correspondent of the Chicago 
News at The Hague. 
Nowhere else are such advantages of 
seaside and woodland scenery, ancient 
buildings and historical associations to 
be found together. 
The assem bly hall 
of the conference, Hie Itidderzaal, or 
hall of the knights, Is praised for Its 
architectural worth and for the con­ 
sistent way In which It w as restored 
and fitted for modern use. 
Especially 
the 
Japanese 
delegation 
expressed 
them selves as delighted with this ail­ 
ment Gothic structure and 
Its 
har­ 
monious furnishings. 
Such praise from 
the adm itted oriental loaders of art is 
not to be counted lightly. 
Every horn’ which is not taken up by 
official duties the delegates spend at 
Scheveningen, the seaside suburb of J 
The Hague. 
Indeed, several delega­ 
tions have taken up their headquarters 
there—the American and the French! 
delegations and part of tile German 
and Italian delegations. 
Several others ; 
are contem plating a move from T h e 1 
H ague to Scheveningen. 
If you w ish 
to speak to a delegate, you have to be 
at his hotel quite early In the morning, 
for otherwise he is off to tile seaside. 
Indeed, perhaps It would be best to ar­ 
range for Interviews on 
the sands, 
where the delegates sit In quaint, hood­ 
ed, wickerwork chairs and enjoy tile 
sea breezes w hile discussing the situa­ 
tion Iii a very unofficial manner. 
The first days after their arrival were 
fully neon pled In official visits and in 
making and renew ing one another’s ac­ 
quaintance. 
A most am icable tone prevails among 
the delegates. If the sam e spirit could 
be diffused am ong the nations which 
they represent there would be no need 
of a peace conference. 
It is but nat­ 
ural that the representatives of the 
great world p o w e rs , among which are 
reckoned the United States and Japan, 
should have a preponderant Influence, 
but 
several 
of 
the 
sm aller 
states, 
among them Holland, Belgium and the 
Argentine Republic, through the great 
ability of their representatives, cast 
great w eight in the scale. 
It is Interesting to contrast the atti­ 
tude of the expectant effacem ent of Ja­ 
pan in 1899 wfHi Its great influence in 
tile present conference. Japan has sent 
a very strong deputation both as re­ 
gards numbers and diplomatic ability. 
Another country which Is com ing to 
tile fore Is China. It is also ably repre­ 
sented. “The aw akening of China’’ is 
graphically illustrated by the various 
members of Its delegation, who do not 
use their free tim e in diversions, but 
take the 
exceptional opportunity 
to 
perfect them selves in the languages of 
the occident, am ong which E nglish is 
their first object. One of the Chinese 
delegates 
spends 
tw o 
hours 
every 
morning Iii the study of the English 
language, which he still speaks rather • 
Imperfectly, but very fluently. Ile said, j 
with much glee, “During the open sit­ 
ting of the conference w e Chinamen 
sat so tight, so tight w e could scarcely 
move, because places had been reserv­ 
ed for only nine, and tw elve cam e.” 
Tile Chinese and Japanese also make 
excursions here and there over the 
country to study Dutch Institutions, i 
waterways and harbors. 
As it w as President Roosevelt who 
really took the initiative in calling the 
peace conference, It is not to be won­ 
dered at that the United States has 
mighty 
Influence In 
the 
conference. 
How great tills influence has become 
can be judged from the fact that the 
American delegation is the only one on 
which tw o presidencies of honor have 
been conferred.

The ore bodies thus far found seem 
to be in the form of lenses I to 250 feet 
in thickness, with their longer dimen­ 
sions parallel to the * highly tilted bed­ 
ding of the series. 
It is probable also 
that several parallel or overlapping 
lenses may be present, judging from 
analogy with the lower part of Animike 
series elsewhere in the Lake Superior 
region, as in the Paint River, Crystall 
Falls, and western Menominee country. 
Along the strike these lenses pinch out 
or \Viden, the change often being ac­ 
companied by a change in grade of the 
ore.
